Population Badly Scared, 

The bulk of the conservative middle 
population who have up to the 
present, because of the assurances of 
the government and clerical press that 
the strike was a bluff and bogey, re- 
garded it with unconcern, are now be- 
ginning to be badly scared, and these 
fears are increased by forebodings of 
disorders and brigandage wfth which a 
certain section of the -press is filled. 

Many storekeepers, as a consequence, 
have announced that they would close 
their establishments and@ place their 
valuables in security. The rush to ob- 
tain stocks of provisions is increasing. 

The socialists, however, laugh at 
these terrors. They profess to believe 
that the measures They Save taken are 
fully adequate to prevent serious trou- 
ble. They urge prohibition of the sale 
of Ilquors and the closing of the sa- 
loons, and have themselves forPidden 
parades and meetings of their adher- 
ents. 

The government, working in con- 
junction with the provincial and com- 
munal authorities, is putting the fin- 
ishing touches on its measures to pre- 
serve order, but as yet hesitates to 
call out sections of the militia, not 
wishing too greatly to exaggerate the 
importance of the movement and also 
because it fears a repetition of the 
acts of mutiny which occurred after 
the last elections. 

The strike committee has decided 
that the Ghent exposition shall be con- 
sidered a neutral zone, and that work- 
men employed there shall be free to 
continue at their tasks if they so 
please. There has been a consideraple 
exodus of workingmen and their fami- 
lies with their ‘goods and chattels 
across the French frontier.

CHARGES OF PRETTY

URGE FORMATION 
OF MARKET BUREAU 


Committee of Agriculturists 
and Economists Will Ask 


Wilson to Lend His Sup- 
port to Project. 


Chicago, April 10.—A committee au- 
thorized today at the closing sessions 
of the conference on marketing and 
farm credits, will go to Washington 
in a few days and present to President 
Wilson conclusions of the five hundred 
scientific agriculturists, financiers and 
economists, who have met here for 
three days. 

They will appeal for the establish- 
ment by the government of a bureau 
for thorough study of markets, crops 
and cost of transporting food stuffs. 
They will assert that the appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for such an organiza- 
tion, which now is pending, should be 
increased te $1,000,000. 

Want Federal Loans, 

They will ask for federal loans te 
farmers. 

The chairman, Frank P. Holland, of 
also will name a committee in 
each state to place the matter before 
the state governments. 

Arrangements were undertaken for 
a second national conference to open 
in Chicago April 14, 1914, and for an 
international conference at San Fran- 
cisco in 19165. 

The members who will go to Wash- 
ington include T. D. Harmon, chair- 
man, publisher, of Pittsburg; Dr. A, 
Caswell Ellis, of the University of 
Texas; John Sebastian, vice president 
of the Rock Island railroad, Chicago; 
E. W. Kirkpatrick, president of the 
Farmers’ congress, McKinney, Texas; 
Dr. J. H. Connell, of the Oklahoma Ags- 
ricultural coMege: Vance McCormick, 
Harrisburg, Pa.; M. P. Myers, publish- 
er, of Chicago; Charles A; Shamel, pub- 
lisher, Chicago; Clarence Poe, publish- 
er, Raleigh, N. C.; Arthur Capper, of 
Topeka, Kan.; Lieutenant Governor &. 
R. McKelvie, of Nebraska; Edward 
Byrnes, publisher, Chicago. 

To the president they will read the 
report of the committee on resolu- 
tions, which states, among other 
things: 

Cost of Marketing. 

“The cost of taking the products of 
the farm to the consumers is unneces- 
sarily large and the methods employed 
are wasteful. Economical and efficient 
methods for the distribution of these 
farm products are of pre-eminent im- 
portance in reducing the cost and rais- 
ing the standard of living. The gov- 
ernment should establish an effective 
agency for the study of the problems 
of marketing and for the distribu- 
tion of information as to conditions 
and needs and rational methods. of 
meeting these needs. 

“The state government, in similar 
manner should take up the study of 
more economic and efficient systems 
of marketing. The untiversities, agri- 
eultural colleges, newspapers and or- 
ganizations for the promotion of eco- 
nomic welfare, both in the city and 
country, should give the question their 
immediate attention.” 

To Help Small Farmer. 

It is the opinion of the conference 
that “the small farmer is at present 
unable to secure for sufficient time 
at a reasonable rate and under favor- 
able conditions, the capital with which 
to purchase a farm, or to procure the 
equipment and material necessary. 

It recommends that “national : and 
state governments and other agencies 
mentioned should give immediate con- 
sideration to the provision of adequate 
means to which farmers may secure 
loans under favorable conditions, 

“We favor organized co-operation 
both of consumers and producers under 
proper supervision to ‘promote effi- 
cleyt distribution, economical mar- 
keting and reduce expenses be- 
tween producers and consumers ‘also 
organized co-operation properly super- 
vised for securing more advantageous 
systems of rural credit. 

“We urge the rapid extension and 
improvement of our parcel post as @ 
potent factor in reducing the cost and 
facilitating the distribution of the 
products of the farm to the ultimate 
consumers. 

Urge Currency Reform. 

“We urge the nation-wide necessity 
of a general reform in our currency, 
banking and credit systems as the 
most important legislation to be un- 
dertaken by congress. Comprehended 
in this national plam must be facilities 
for securing the wide circulation of 
the notes of farmers, merchants, man- 
ufacturers and business men generally 
through proper discount and rediscount 
systems. We favor the. enactment of 
both state and federal laws which will 
provide for the organization and proper 
supervision of co-operative credit asso- 
ciations for both farmers and wage- 
earners; also co-operative long-time 
land mortgage associations, as well as 
joint stock and long-time land mort- 
gage banking.” 

Cost of Transportation. 

The committee on distribution called 
attention to the fact that facilities for 
transportation never were better, yet 
it is costing more than ever before to 
get farm products to the consumer. It 
asserted every state college should 
have a market bureau, 
subject should be emphasized at farm 
ers’ institutes. It recommends that 
secrecy be withdrawn from government 
crop reporting so that farmers may be 
furnished accurate data relative to the 
amount and source of the food supply, 
and also wherever the demand is and 
the amount required to satisfy that de- 
mand for each commodity. 

“This is the only remedy for con- 
gested markets in one part of the 
country and a shortage in another at 
the same time,” it concludes. 

“This would also give the producer 
the necessary knowledge to market his 
goods with rational and business a4-

WITH HER ARMS AROUND 
GLENN’S NECK, MRS. PIDCOCK 
SWEARS HER UNDYING LOVE 


MRS. IONE PIDCOCK, 
Who figured in dramatic scene at police station yesterday. 


A sorrowful little woman with au- 
burn hair and flushed cheeks waited 
eagerly in the ante-room of the prison 
at police headquarters yesterday after- 
noon. She was Mrs. Ione Pidcock, di- 
vorced wifé of a millionaire railroad 
president and principal figure in the 
sensational elopement with Luther J. 
Glenn. 

Glenn was being led from his cell in 
the prison. When he crossed the door- 
way of the ante-room Mrs. Pidcock 
threw her arms aroiind his neck, weep- 
‘ng and kissing him hysterically. 
Glenn’s arms closed around her 
shoulders in fond embrace. Policemen 
and turnkeys quickly ended the dra- 
matic scene by drawing the couple 
apart. 

The little woman wept without re- 
straint. While Glenn was being hand- 
cuffed for the trip to the Tower, to 
which he was transferred at the order 
of Chief Beavers, she dropped into a 
chair, buried her face in her hands and 
moaned: 

“They treat you unjustly, and 
they shouldn’t do it. They’re brutes!” 

She accompanied the prisoner to the 
jail, sitting beside him in the automo- 
bile, and followed him to the door of 
the cell to which he was assigned. She 
remained with him for two hours, and 
was crying bitterly when she emerged 
to the street. 

Going to Stick to Glenn. 

To the reporters who were gathered 
at thé jail. she declared: 

“You can put this in your papers. 
and put it whére the whole world can 
see it—I'm going to stick by Luther 
Glenn to the last dregs of the bitter 
end, and I don’t care who knows it or 
what they think.” 

Mrs. Pidcock had slipped away from 
her father, Samuel D. Reid, to visit her 
imprisoned paramour. She had just 
returned from a trip to Lithonia, where 
she conferred with Gienn’s parents. 
When she ieft the Tower she went di- 
rectly to the offices of the prisoner's 
attorney, John W. Moore, and from 
there to her rooms in the Dakota hotel. 

“IT can’t help Mr. Glenn financially,” 
she told the reporters, “because I 
haven't got a dollar to my name—not a 
single one. And I haven’t much influ- 
ence here, but I can testify just as long 
as lawyers can ask questions, if not 
longer. 

Will Leave Georgia. 


“When this trouble is ended I’m going. 


to leave Georgia, and never again put 
my foot on it. I’m going as far away 
as it is. possible to get.. That’s the 
extent of my plans for the future. Be- 
yond that I haven't made any, even for 
as early as tomorrow. I don’t know 
what I'll do. 

“I won't say whether I'll leave the 
state with Glenn or go alone, and you 
needn’t ask that question. I want to 
get away and forget it all—and I guess 
he does, too. If I wanted to go with 
him, though, I could, because there is 
no legal binding hetween me and CGC. 
W. Pidcock. We are just the same as 
though we had never been man and 
wife.” 

While Mrs. Pidcock talked with a 
reporter at the door of Glenn's cell, 
she bravely declared her allegiance to 
him. “He's too good to be treated in 
this manner,” she exclaimed in his 
presence, “and there’s nothing in my 
power that I won't do to get him out.” 
While they talked such enduring terms 
as “sweetheart,” “dear” and “girlie” 
were used frequently. 

Mrs. Glenn Won’t See Husband. 


Police headquarters also had an- 
other visitor in connection with the 
Glenn case Thursday afternoon. She 
was Mrs. L J. Glenn, wife of the pris- 
oner, who came down with a friend in 
response to summons. from the pris- 
cner. She would not g0 Into his 
presence, but sent her escort instead. 
She stood in the desk sergeant’s office, 
where her pretty looks and stylish 
clothing made her the cynosure of hun- 
dreds of curious eyes. 

“I won't go back and see him,” she 
declared. “I’m afraid to. That man 
holds some uncanny power over me 
that I fear I couldn't resist. I'll never 
talk with him unless it’s in the pres- 
ence of my attorneys. 


“He has treated me shamefully. He 


deserves punishment, and that’s what 
he’s going to get. He’s a rascal, 
through and through, and nothing’s 
too good for him. It has driven me 
almost to desperation. I’m frazzled 
out and sick, so sick that I feel like I 
can hardly hold out.’’ 

It was rumored that Glenn had sent 
for his wife to come to him for a con- 
ference about the possession of their 
three children. Neither would deny or 
affirm the report, nor would 

lenn deny or admit that he had sent 
for her.

In an amendment to her divorce suit, 
Mrs. Effie L, Glenn secured from Judge 
George L. Bell, of the superior court, 
a writ of ne exeat against her hus- 
band, Luther J. Glenn, by which the 
sheriff is required to hold him under 
arrest in lieu of $1,000 bondfor his ap- 
pearance to answer any judgment or 
order of the court. The order was se- 
cured yesterday afternoon by Attorneys 
Hewlett and Dennis. 

Mrs. Glenn states that her husband is 
able to earn $150 per month, while she 
is not able to support herself and two 
minor children, Malvin, aged three 
years, and Harold, aged 11 months.

The members of the state board of 
education were “polled” at a meeting 
yesterday morning by Governor Jo- 
seph M. Brown to refute what he de- 
nounced as an unfounded and untruth- 
ful published report in regard to the 
contract for the schoolbooks for next 
session. What the governor had to 
Bay and the unhesitating replies that 
came from the other members caused 
something of a sensational turn to the 
session of the board. : 

No One Had Heard of It. 

The members of the board, one at a 
time, stated emphatically that he had 
never heard of or been spoken to about 
any contract for the schoolbooks, and 
that the statement that the board had 
any intention to let a five-year con- 
tract for books was utterly without 
foundation. 

A report had heen circulated to the 
effect that the state board of edu- 
caton was contemplating letting at 
Thursday's meeting a five-year school- 
book contract. 

There were present T. J. 
of Clarke county: 
of Taylor county; A. 
Pling county; J. R. Glenn, of Lump- 
kin county; Governor Brown and Su- 
perintendent M. L. Brittain, ex-officio. 

Governor Brown asked each commis- 
Sioner the question: 

“Did you ever hear anything about 
any five-year or any other contract 
to be let at this meeting for school]- 
books?” 

And the redly in each instance was: 

“No, I have not.” 


What the Governor Said. 

Governor Brown stated that he him- 
self had not thought of such a thing 
as he would be out of office, and no 
longer a member of the board, when 
the contract was let for books next 
fall. As the board has until next fall 
before any new books are bought, there 
was no reason for the matter being 
brought up at this time. When the 
contract is let it will be after bids 
have been asked for from all publish- 
ers wishing to did. 

After the meeting, 
Brittain said: 

“With reference to several publi- 
cations and reports’ recently print- 
ed, I wish to state that not g@ily was 
nothing done about adopting state 
schoolbooks, but the subject would not 
have been mentioned if Governor Brown 
had not asked if any member of the 
board knew anything of a plan to 
adopt schoolbooks at this time.” 

Those who have read the report 
about a contemplated premature five- 
year contract are probably recalling 
the little history conéerning the ap- 
pointment of the présent members of 
the board. Just before Governor 
Hoke Smith retired he nominated the 
four members adinterim and the sen- 
ate failed to confirm. When Governor 
Brown came into office he nominated 
the four members who now serve and 
they failed to be confirmed owing to 
a rush of business at the close of the 
session of the senate, and also because, 
it is said, of: some dilatory tactics 
on the part of those who wanted the 
Smith nominations confirmed. The 
nominees of Governor Brown will be 
confirmed when the senate convenes 
in June. .

Upper House Will Agree to 


Wool and Sugar Provisions 
but May Amend Some of 
the Other Schedules. 


DEMOCRATIC FORCES 
BROUGHT INTO UNITY 


Senate Democrats Do Not 
Propose to Block President 
by Making Any General 
Increase in Rates of Measure 


Washington, April 10.—The sen- 
ate’s attitude toward President Wilson 
and the new tariff bil] became fairly 
well defined today after another meet- 
ing of the democratic members of the 
finance committee. Briefly, the sen- 
ate committee will agree to accept the 
view of the pesidentand the house as 
to free wool and l-cent sugar, with 
the free in three years attachment, 
but it will exercise its fight to amend 
other schedules and provisions of the 
bill as it thinks best 

The conference with the president 
yesterday brought a working agree- 
ment, which both the executive 
and the senate leaders have ylelded 
certain points. The senate dmocrats 
do not propose to make any general 
increase in the rates of the tariff bill 
or to make the senate 
charge of having impeded the efforts 
of the president and the house toward 
tariff reform. 

To Make Many Changes. 

Changes will be made in many 
schedules, however, the work having 
been started today, with a considera- 
tion of the first schedule in the bill. 
Some of the changes regarded as 
necessary by the senate leaders mar 
be carried over to the house and put 
into the bill in the democratic caucus 
still in progress there. 

The senate leaders reserve the right 
to make changes after the bill reaches 
the senate where they consider them 
necessary to make the tariff revision 
more equitable and scientific. The de- 
cision to stand with the president upon 
the wool and sugar tariff issues has 
brought the various forces of demo- 
cratic control into practical unity, it 
is claimed. Should the president and

the house. majority refuse to accept 


any change in the wool and sugar 
acbedule it is understood the senate 
committee will jend its support to 
the same program. 

Wool Fight Acute. 

The fight against free wool, how- 
ever, has become more acute at both 
ends of the capitol; and several te 
delegations in the house are appe@ing 
to democratic senators for support in 
the fight to retain some duty. 

The democratic caucus of the house 
had reached only the third schedule 
of the new bill at the end of today’s 
work. 
the other democratic tariff leaders 
were making no apparent effort to 
limit debate or hasten a party de- 
cision on the bill. This deliberate 
pfrogress has raised the hopes of the 
wool and sugar interests that they 
may be able to organize sufficient 
strength to change the bill in the cau- 
cus, so that it will pass the house 
with at least a small duty on wool] and 
without the provision to make sugar 
free in 1916. This opinion is strength- 
ened by the attitude of the senate dem- 
ocrats. 
least a small wool and sugar tariff 
are lending their influence to the fight 
in the house In the hope that the is- 
sue can be fought out there, and will 
not have to be settled in the senate. 

Representative Underwood and his 
assistants of the ways and means com- 
mittee succeeded in plloting the tariff 
bill through another day’s debate in 
the house caucus without any change 
in its rates. Many phases of the tariff 
were gone into, with demands for 
changes in duties coming from many 
quarters.

‘NEW CURRENCY BILLS 


INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Three Measures Are Without 
Indorsement of Financial Com- 
mittees or of President. 


— 


Washington, April 10.—New cur- 
rency reform bills were introduced in 
the house today by Representatives 
Prouty, of Iowa; Nelson, of Wisconsin, 
and Palmer, of Pennsy!vania. Con- 
gress now has nearly a dozen bills, 
covering all branches of banking and 
currency reform, but none of which 
bear the Indorsement of the financial 
committees, of the two houses, OF of 
President Wilson. ; 

Representative Carter Glass, who 


probably wi!i introduce the measure 
about which money reform debate will 
center in the house, conferred today 
with Secretary McAdoo, of the trea- 
sury, who has. been gathering infor- 
mation from banks upon certain phases 
of the financial situation. Mr. Glass 
said at the end of the conference that 
there will be no difference of opinion 
between himself and the secretary of 
the treasury over the bill that he wil! 
introduce. 

An effort will be made in the senate 
to have further hearings, particularly 
on the subject of money stringency 
at crop-moving times and the “sec- 
tional demands” for money. Senator 
Hitchcock, a member of the banking 
and currency committee of the senate, 
said today he would ask for hearings 
at which more detailed facts could be 
obtained, as to local demands for mon- 
ey and local problems that should De 
considered when congress finally takes 
up the work of reforming currency 
methods. 

Of the bills introduced today, that of 
Representative Nelson proposes a na- 
tional currency board of seven members 
with power to issue treasury notes 
through local “associations of reserve 
and discount.” 

That of Representative Prouty would 
create a new emergency currency, sim- 
ilar to that created by the Aldrich- 
Vreeland law now in force, but which 
woujid be much more accessible for 
banks. Under this measure the emer- 
gency notes, in amount equal to forty 
per cent of a bank's capital and sur- 
plus, could be stored in the bank's 
vaults and put into circulation with 
consent of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. 

Representative Palmer's bill and one 
introduced earlier in the week by Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith would give banks 
the right to loan money upon real es- 
tate mortgages and conveyances. A 
general banking bill has also been in- 
troduced by Representative Levy, of 
New York. The house banking and 
currency committee will not be orga- 
nized until the tariff legislation nas 
been disposed of. Senator Owen prob- 
ably wil! call a meeting of the senate 
committee soon and outline plans for 
the currency refoim work to be con- 
sidered in the present session of con- 
gréss. 


FLOOD PROTECTION 
URGED BY CONGRESS 


Delegates to Drainage Conven- 
tion Want Government to 
Adopt Board Policy. 


Louis, April 10.—The National 
Drainage congress, in session here to- 
day, had for its chief work the prepa- 
ration of a hj to be introduced into 
the national congress, providing for a 
comprehensive plan for drainage and 
flood protection. 
One faction of the 
urge legislation for the appointment 
of a national drainage commission, 
which shall center its efforts on the 
reclamation of 75,000,000 acres of 
swamp and overflow land in_ the 
United States, the protection of the 
public health by the drainage of 
swamps and the prevention of floods 
by an adequate system of levees and 
storage reservoirs. 
When the congress was called to 
order the executive committee was no 
ready to submit its report as to what 
legislation should be urged on the fed- 
eral congress, and the threatened clash 
between those who favored the crea- 
tion of a cabinet department of public 
improvements and those who favvored 
merely a national commission to su- 
pervise all levee and drainage work 
was averted for the time being. 
Telegrams from public men and 
prominent engineers included one from 
Senator Joseph E. Russell, of Louis- 
iana, urging the congress to indorse 
his bill for an annual federal appro- 
priation of $12,000,000 for five years 
for levee construction, bank revetment 
navigation improvement of the

said, should provide for the storage of 
snows and excessive rains for scien- 
tific soil culture and forestation and 
levee building. 

“All should work together,” said the 
senator, “for a policy big enough to 
meet the situation as emphasized by 
recent disastrous floods and for the 
development of waterways.” 

A telegram from President Wilson, 
regretting his inability to attend the 
congress, was read. The telegram con- 
tinued: 

“The calamity in Ohio and Indiana 
makes clearer than ever before the 
imperative and immediate necessity 
for a comprehensive and systematic 
plan for drainage and flood control. I 
very earnestly hope that your deliber- 
ations may mark a long step forward 
in this direction.”

Thomas 8B. Felder, attorney general, 
Hon. John C. Hart, Mr. Felder’s pred- 
ecessor in office, and S. H. Sibley, one 
of the best agd most widely known 
lawyers in the state, have lodged with 
Deputy Clerk John Dean Steward, of 
the federal court, the appeal papers.

Way, Were not subject to taxation.

NO GUMSHOE GOVERNMENT. 


The very few but very timid Americans 
who affect to see in Mr. Wilson’s per- 
sonal visits to congress a “threat to pop- 
ular government” are in reality barking up 
the wrong tree. As John Sharp Williams 
some time ago remarked drily in the sen- 
ate, if we ever have a dictator he will be 


one of our own making and choc since 
no man living is strong enough to foist 
want 


himself upon the people unless t 
that direction is 


him. The danger from 
inefficient 


negligible. The real menace is 
or extravagant governemnt due to the in- 
difference of congress, to its tendency to 
place personal politics above patriotism or 
to dodge behind the convenient pack of tne 
executive and the tradition that separates 
that branch from the legislative. 

Mr. Wiison’s course has, thus far, made 
anything of that sor: extremely difficult. 
The fierce white light of searching pub- 
licity is ever on a president. When he 
leaves the white house and negotiates with 
congress on its own  hearthstone_ the 
searchlight follows him.. Its rays bring out 
both the president and those with whom 
he confers in blazing relief. When half a 
hundred of the shrewdest reporters in the 
nation. some of them representatives of 
opposition sheets, are camping on the joint 
trails of the president and representatives 
and senators, concealment is one of the 
impossibilities. There can be no gumshoe 
government under these conditions. If 
congressmen hope to betray party pledges, 
as regards ‘he tariff or other items, and 
“get away with it,” they will have to em- 
ploy strategy yet uninvented. Nor can 
they so readily jam through a disgraceful 
“pork” bill—as was done in such manner 
last session as almost to anger Taft into 
vetoing the measure—when ae watchful 
president “sits in” at the game ready to 
apprise a credulous nation precisely how it 
is being gold-bricked! Come to analyze it, 
the old method of star-chamber conferences 
at the white house, and a beautiful, digni- 
fied aloofness on part of the president, 
offers more opportunities for mismanage- 
ment than any of the precedents so calmly 
disregarded by Wilson.” 

This is not to say that a president, like 
any other human being, may not eventually 
abuse this system and have to be checked. 
That particular bridge will be crossed 
when we get to it. Meanwhile, it is well 
to remember that if there is one influence 
the germs of either usurpation or ineffi- 
ciency cannot survive, it is that of pub- 
licity. And it is more publicity the: presi- 
dent is applying. 
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MORE AT HOME LIKE HER. 

Americans may profitably cease whining 
over the increased cost of living long 
enough to consider how the wife of a car- 
penter in New York city a good deal more 
than solved the problem. The story is told 
in a recent dispatch. The wife died. The 
widower, who was employed in one of the 
big office buildings of the metropolis, dis- 
covered that he was suddenly made rich, 
comparatively of course, from the savings 
she had made out of his earnings. He is 
going to take a trip abroad, and then re- 
turn home and live thenceforth a life of 
ease. 

The secret? “I never dreamed of being 
rich,’ he said; “I always made a good liv- 
ing, but my wife, who was an educated 
woman with keen business sense, took care 
of my money.’ The humorists who are 


, Biven to levity over the spectacle of the 


married woman ransacking her husband's 
pockets while he sleeps, please take notice! 

Thereis no valid reason why the 
achievement of this wéman could not be 
duplicated by thousands of families 


throughout the United States. In all sec- 
tions of this country wages for skilled work- 
ers and for office help are relatively fair. 
It is easily possible by practicing economy, 
which should be distinguished from par- 
simony, to create and add to a nest-egg and 
build a wall between necessity and old age 
or illness. 

Cheese-paring is no: essential to this 
end. This carpenter did not even know that 
his wife was, to use the vernacular, “hold- 
ing out on him.” ‘He must, therefore, have 
enjoyed the essential comforts of life, and 
the fact that she was an educated woman 
means they lived under decent conditions. 
They also raised and educated a medium- 
sized family of children. 

So enormous is’ the wealth of this coun- 
try and so great the stride forward of the 
standards of living, that Americans in many 
instances waste enough for the frugal 
continental to live on. We do not advocate 
the peasant-style of living. That is opposed 
to our sensible national traditions. What 
the nation does need to learn is the dis- 
tinction between economical living, that 
provides comforts and pleasure and advan- 
tages as it goes along and yet which saves, 
and that extravagant notion which too often 
teaches that a ten-dollar raise in salary is 
the signal for a fifteen increase in family ex- 
penditures. 

The one thing we regret, in the specific 
case, is that the thrifty wife kept her 
achievement hidden until the day of her 
death. The woman whose wise management 
saved a fortune for her husband fully de- 
served to share it with him.

- Baseball is with us again. It is the nmiost 
democratic pastime in America; literally, 
it is the national game. Some of the cap- 
tious cast their votes for poker. But that 
luxury appeals only to students of the 
occult, necessitating decrees from several 
universities and a cast-iron countenance 
proof against the slightest play of emotion.

SENATORS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


With the ratification of the seventeenth 
constitutional amendment providing for 
direct election of United States senators—a 
reform for which the nation has long 
clamored, and for which Georgia’s sena- 
torial primary blazed the way—reaches 
fruition. Henceforth the men who sit in 
the upper branches will come straight from 
the people. Henceforth if one wants to 
discuss “tainted senators” it will be neces- 
sary to indict the people of an entire com- 
monwealth instead of a powerful and pos- 
sibly corrupt coterie of politicians. 

The change, so far as average wisdom 
can now see, is a salutary one. Like all 
other political alterations of ,a fundamen- 
tal nature the test of time must be required 
to prove it. The innovation is notable in 
that it is wholly in line with the prevalent 
effort to get government closer to the 
people, to approximate as nearly as possible 
under the constitution a pure democracy. 
The drift is a wholesome one, but it carries 
its responsibilities. The greater the power 
of the man with the ballot, the more cir- 
cumspectly must he exercise that power 
both as to men and measures. 

The Constitution does not now and never 
has taken stock in the bogie that under the 
terms of the new amendment’ congress 
might foist “force bills” on the south. Con- 
ceding, even, that the amendment gives it 
that authority, there is no disposition to 
exercise it. The nation is too near one 
in understanding, too mutally comprehen- 
sive of the negro problem, to fear that it 
would indorse any reversion of this nature. 

Georgia is specially interested in the 
amendment in that, under its provisions, it 
ma; be necessary for Senator A. O. Bacon 
to again go before the people for election. 
His friends and the senator need not fear 
that test. His clean sweep at the primary 
and the affection and confidence in which 


he is held throughout the state assure that - 


his appearance before the electorate will 
be simply in the nature of a perfunctory 
compliance.

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Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Charles P. Neill’s nomination to the com- 
missioner of labor in the department of la- 
bor is still pending before the senate. 

Objection was raised to Mr. Neill’s re- 
appointment by Senators Overman and Till- 
man because of a fre- 
port issued by the 
bureau of conditions 
among cotton mill‘ oper- 
atives in the south. 

This report was de- 
nounced about a year 
ago, or on February 26, 
1912, by Senator Over- 
man as untrue, as not 
representing real con- 
ditions, and being a re- 
flection upon 
mill operatives and mill 
owners. ‘ 

While the southern 
senators may permit 
the nomination to come 
to a vote when the sen- 
Sohn Ue mney ate. meets next week, 

they will record their 
votes against Mr. Neill. 
Overman Objects to Comparison. 

The report on southern cotton mill con- 
ditions likens the fare of the twenty-one 
mill operatives’ families which were consid- 
ered typical of their class to the fare served 
prisoners in the United States penitentiary 
at Atlanta. 

“Southern mills bad as prisons,” was the 
heading which the Washington Herald used 
over this report. This is not nearly so bad 
as it sounds, as visitors to the prison can 
testify, but the analogy was unfortunate. 
In fact, the dietary at the Federal prison 
corresponds as closely as possible in food 
values to the standard of the department of 
agriculture, as Mr. Neill showed in his reply 
to his critics. That is to say, it represented 
the minimum food standard for an adult 
male engaged in muscular work. 

The diet of cotton mill families in the 
south and in Fall River, Mass., was com- 
pared to this standard, allowances being 
made for differences of age and sex in each 
family. Judged by this standard, the report 
Says these families did not have an adequate 
amount of proper and nourishing food, de- 
spite their combined earnings. 

These conclusions were denied by Sena- 
tor Overman, who objected to the compari- 
son. He also put into the Congressional 
Record the menus for a week at the Federal 
prison. This showed that the men are given 
meat once or twice a day, milk and bread 
and coffee, tomatoes and onions, two kinds 
of potatoes, collards, prunes, cracklin bread 
and pie in the course of a week. 

Not a bad diet on which to live and work 
as many a workingman’s family will testify. 
But the comparison was obnoxious to Mr. 
Overman. 

Thinks Mill People Are Happy. 

“Why this report should have compared 
these free born American citizens who work 
in the cotton mills with penitentiary con- 
victs, I do not know,” he said. “Such a com- 
parison is odious and will enable some of 
these fanatical people to go up and down 
this country and charge that these cotton 
mill hands are treated like convicts. And 
without the full report and the truth, it 
would astonish and outrage the public.” 

“What is the government going to do 
about it?’ he asked in conclusion. “Are 
you going to feed these people? Are.you go- 
ing to clothe them? Do you propose to give 
them better wages? I want the country to 
know that the North Carolina cotton mill 


operatives lives as well as any laboring 
people in the world. They are a happy 
people; they are a good people; they are 


American citizens, and speak the English 
language, and I object to their being slan- 
dered as they have been by this report of a 
great department of the government.” 
Popular Election of Senators. 

When Connecticut ratified three days ago 
the proposed amendment to make senators 
elective by the people, it became a part of 
the federal constitution. Thirty-five states 
had already given it their appfoval. Only 
two states rejected the amendment—Dela- 
ware and Georgia. 

In the case of Georgia, it will be recalled 
that the newspapers which so violently op- 
posed Oscar Underwood, bitterly upbraided 
him for voting for this constitutional amend- 
ment aS a member of the house. They raised 
an awful storm in Georgia over the horrors 
of any such legislation and declared that if 
Underwood had dared to vote for any such 
resolution as that when a_ candidate in 
Georgia, he would never have received the 
vote of the state. 

The resolution, it will be recalled, passed 
the lower house of congress a short while 
after the Georgia primary instructed for 


Underwood. 

Since it has been apparent, however, that 
the necessary number of states would vote 
for the resoiution, the violent attitude of 
the former Georgia adversaries of the meas- 
ure has quieted and In all probability some 
of the old brand of Georgia “reformers” will 
now. be claiming they actually supported 
this most advanced step that has yet been 
taken in the trend toward progressive legis- 
lation, while the truth is “every mother’s 
son of ‘em” was red headed and red hot 
against the mere suggestion that the Georgia 
legislature ratify the proposed amendment. 
Their protest resulted in the tabling of the 
resolution to approve the amendment. 

The Utah state senate has rejected the 
amendment, but the house has approved it. 


The states which did not act on the 
amendment were: Alabama, Kentucky, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Rhode Island, Virginia, 


Florida, Maryland and South Carolina. 


Will Renew Wartime Acquaintance.

WHO WROTE THE 
“SATYRICON?” 


(Copyright, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

Among classical forgeries—and there are 
many instances—the most noted is that of 
the famous “Satyricon,” which has been as- 
cribed to Petronius, the friend, the minister, 
and finally the victim of Nero. The first 
printed edition of this work appeared in 
Venice in 1499, and consisted only of thirty- 
eight pages. The world had to content itself 
with this sorry and almost sole remnant of 
Roman fiction for close to a century. But 
then came a find around which clings much 
mystery. 

This find was made by Statileus. In a 
library said to belong to Nicholas Cippicus, 
at Trau, in Dalmatia, in a volume containing 
also manuscript copies of Catullus, Tibullus 
and Propertius, he found that additional epi- 
sode in the Petronian story which is known 
as the “Supper of Trimalchio,” and referred 
to by John of Salisbury. 

Statileus brought the manuscript he had 
found to Lucius, of Trau, who urged him 
to print it just as it was “for the honor of 
the country.” He could not be prevailed 
upon to do so, and when he left Trau in 1654 
Lucius told certain learned men in Padua 
and Rome of the discovery and vainly ex- 
horted Statileus and Cippicus to have it 
printed. . 

By this it would seem that this manu- 
script was found some time before 1654. This 
is a much earlier date than is usually sup- 
posed. It has proved that Statileus was at 
Padua between 1635 and 1645, so that he 


must have found the manuscript toward the 
latter end of that period, which would leave 
some twenty years between its discovery 
and its first printed appearance in 1664. 

The license to publish the discovery ts 
dated December 2, 1663. at Padua. In the 
year following it was published both at 
Padua and at Paris, the preface being pre- 
fixed to both editions. This preface gives 
the story of Statileus and of his taking 
counsel about it with the learned men of 
Venice and Holland, and more especially with 
John Rhodius, who died at Rome in 1659. 

Statileus here takes the place subse- 
quently claimed by Lucius himself in the 
matter of consulting the learned world. 
Statileus, after pressure from the Venettan 
ambassador at Rome, had readily agreed to 
send a copy of the manuscript to Rome for 
examination, after which Frambotti at 
Padua, having obtained it from Statileus, of- 
fered it the perusal of the public in the exact 
form in which he had received it from 
Statileus. 

This edition, though it had been thus 
submitted to the approval of the learned. 
was full of the most astounding words and 
phrases. In March, 1665, the erudite French- 
man, Adrain de Valois, boldly declared that 
every page of it bore palpable marks of 
forgery and imposture. Such monstrous 
words abounded in it that if Petronius 
wrote it he must have’ been ignorant of 
Latin. 

Genders, cases and declensions were all 
hopelessly wrong and the incidents of the 
feast clashed at many points with Roman 
customs. It was to be rejected as wholly 
ridiculous, said the French scholar. It was 
a strong case that he made. He was sup- 
ported by a young critic, a German called 
Wagensell, who unhesitatingly pronounced 
it a forgery. Many of its words were more 
than barbarous, they were not even human. 
The work was clearly a very recent abortion 
by some miserable man. 

A vigorous reply to these eritics appeared 
in the “Responsio.” Claimed to have heen 
written by Statileus, but though contempo- 
raries accepted that it was written by him 
Such was not the case. Its real author was 
Supposed to have been Ir. Peter Petit, of 
Paris. He may have written it, but there 
is no clear proof. The tradition that he did 
write it Is probably responsible for the erro. 
neous statement by many subsequent writers 
that Petit was the actual discoverer of the 
manuscript. 

It was sent to Rome tn 1668, where {t was 
examined by experts, who found it similar 
in writing and paper to that of an original 
work of Petrarch. To this day no one has 
been able to ascertain who wrote this 
literary forgery.

| New News of Yesterday 


A Broker's Way of Rewarding a Faith. 
ful Employee.

The late Isaac P. Christiancy, who was 
for nearly,four years a member of the United 
States senate, representing in part the state 
of Michigan, was looked upon by his col- 
leagues in the senate as a man of profound 
legal ability and learning, although some- 
what eccentric in some of his personal 
manners. 

He had no stronger admirer than Senator 
George Frisbie Hoar. of Massachusetts. And 
yet Senator Hoar used to Say to his friends 
that he was always prepared for any unique, 
eccentric or curious action on the part of 
Senator Christiancy. 

Senator Hoar felt that: he was justified 
in this when Judge Christiancy suddenly re- 
signed his seat in the senate and accepted 
an appointment as minister to Peru. In the 
executive session of the senate, which was 
held to act upon his appointment, and which 
unanimously confirmed it, it was stated that 
the astonishment occasioned by the fact that 
Judge Christiancy was willing to resign a 
seat In the senate in order to accept ap- 
pointment as minister to Peru was intens!i- 
fied when it was learned that President 
Hayes had at first offered the mission to 
Germany to Judge Christiancy, and after 
that offer was declined had again offered 
a diplomatic post in the form of the mission 
to Japan. ChriStiancy declined both of these 
offers, but accepted the comparatively ob- 
scure diplomatic post of minister to Peru. 

In conversation with the late Senator 
William P. Frye, of Maine, in the fall of 
1884, the name of Judge Christiancy hap- 
pened to come up. Senator Frye said: 

“I think Christiancy’s record, at least tn 
public life, is about as unique as any of 
which I have knowledge. Just think of it! 
He was the identical man who tn 1854 
brought about the fusion of what was left 
of the old whig party with the free-soil 
democracy, out of which grew the organiza- 
tion of the republican party. 

“T have been told that Judge Christianey 
was probably the only man tn Michigan who 
could have perfected this fusion. You may 
remember, as of course all of us whose 
political life began practically with the or- 
ganization of the republican party, do re- 
member, that it was in the state of Michi- 
gan that the first inspiration and the first 
real leadership which compassed the repub- 
lican party’s birth took place, but very few 
know that Judge Christiancy was the maa 
who did this. 

“Now, the way in which Christiancy be- 
came a senator, in view of his early expert- 
ence and influence, Is to my thinking one of 
the queer features of what has been a very 
queer political career. 

“He was as prominent in Michigan at 
the time of the first campaign of the repub- 
lican party, when John C. Fremont was can- 
didate of the party for president, as any 
man in the state. He had virtually created, 
or at least organized, the republican party 
in Michigan, yet in 1857, when he was the 
leading republican candidate for the United 
States senate, he was beaten. But, although 
beaten for the senate, Michigan élected him 
to one of her most important judgeships. 
He made a national reputation for the pro- 
fundity of his judicial opjnions. 

“Now in 1875, after President Grant had 
made Zachary Chandler—then a senator from 
Michigan—secretary of war, the Michigan 
republicans thought they would have no dif- 
ficulty in electing a straight-out republican 
as Chandler's successor. Twenty-one years 
earlier Christiancy perfected a whig and 
free-soil fusion out of which grew the re- 
publican party, and yet he could not be 
elected senator by the republicans. 

“Now, in 1875, the Michigan politicians 
seemed to have remembered Christiancy’s 
success as a fusionist. Tor a coalition or 
fusion was perfected between the demo- 
cratic members of the legislature and a few 
republicans for whom the times were out 
of joint, and this fusion was strong enough 
to elect Christiancy as United States sena- 
tor. After twenty-one years his reward and 
vindication came. I have always wondered 
what the real reason was which persuaded 
him, apparently upon a sudden whim, to 
resign his seat in the senate and accept 
such a comparatively trivial office as min- 
ister to Peru.”

“I do not think any girl can become 
an expert stenographer without a high 
school education.” was ithe positive 
statement of Miss Margaret B. Owén, 
of New Jersey, who holds the cham- 
pionship in this country for expert 
stengoraphy, having won the thousand 
dollar prize for the best one hour's 
} work offered in the business show in 
Madison Square this year. Thé prize 
was offered to any amateur writer who 
would break the professional world’s 
championship of 112 net words a min- 
ute made in 1911. 
the record with 114 words a minute 
in the one hour’s time. — 

“There were about twenty-five com- 
petitors,” explained Miss Owen, in a 
conversation she carried on with a 
Constitution employee during the one 
minute’s time it took her to type 143 
words on the Underwood typewriter. 

“Yes, don’t hesitate to talk to me 
while I write,” she sald, as she gave 
a further demonstration for a group 
of people assembled in The Constitu- 
tion office. In the demonstration in 
speed alone, the same line repeated 
during one minute’s time, Mrs. Owen 
typed 243 words. 

Uneducated Woman Handicapped. 


Though the final expression of Miss 
Owen’s achievement is in her. finger 


of her fingers, and she has a remarka- 
bly well trained mind. 

“It is unfortunate that young wom- 
en choosing stenography as a medium 
of livelihood do not appreciate that 
they cannot become experts without a 
good fundamental English education,” 
said Miss Owen when asked about the 
requisition for success in her line. 

“The untrained woman mentally 
only go so far without the basic edu- 
cation. She may be very industrious 
and develop marvelous speed, but she 
can't accomplish the higher order ‘of 
business in the line of stenography 
without the higher training the High 
school gives, and then she cannot af- 
ford to stop studying.

HOME FOR OLD WOMEN 


Appropriation Wanted for Vet- 
erans’ Widows—Handsome 
New Annex Opened. 


A little here, a Httle there, and 
some from over yonder, is how the 
loyal workers for the Home for Old 
Women describe the building of their 
handsome new annex, which was open- 
ed yesterday afternoon. 

And perhaps that is very accurate— 
at least some of the stories which 
Mrs. Purtell and Mrs. Farley and Mrs. 
Solar and the rest tell, confirm that 
impression, but it conveys no idea of 
what has been accomplished, of the 
$20,000 annex which cost less than 
$9,000, and which is a fitting enlarge- 
ment of the beautiful Wimpey place 
on West End avenue, where the home 
is located. 

But, however, it was achieved, the 
annex marks the culmination of years 
of effort and unswerving devotion, of 
work which has aroused Atlanta to the 
beautiful charity peing conducted 
there. Not quite the culmination 
even, for the cornerstone is not laid, 
though it has been donated. Mrs, 
Purtell says it can't decorate the gran- 
ite base of the massive colonial house 
until a $2,000 debt, all that is unpaid, 
is liquidated. ; " 

She added, for the information of 
the city, tnat the cornerstone will be 
laid in about two weeks! 

Will Ask State for Aid. 

There is another thing which the 
board of managers is striving for, and 
that is an annual appropriation from 


the state toward the care of the vet- 
erans’ widows, now sheltered in the 
honte, who are given no pension. Mrs. 
Purtell took the solons over the place 
last June—and was told that $2,000 
would have been forthcoming if it had 
been “Home for Old Women and Vet- 
erans’ Widows,” instead of “Home for 
Old Women.” The donated corner- 
Stone, and an addition to the name- 
Plate over the door, which will be do- 
nated as soon as some hear the need 
of it, will correct this unfortunate 
oversight. 

In other words, Mrs. 
her $2,000 next June! 

The Home for Old Women was start- 
ed in 1906, when a small group of 
charity workers, who had been taking 
care of several old women in various 
places, decided that there was need of 
a central home. There only remain- 
ed to get the home. 

Standing on the site of the present 
Masonic Temple there was an unvwc- 
cupied house which the ladies decided 
suited their needs. A strategic 
move describes their investment of the 
Place, how the keys were obtained 
from a certain realty office, and how 
the defenses were marshaled when 
the flabbergasted owners and renting 
agents found out what had been done. 
Was was declared—but the ladies 
stayed. 

Handsome House Bought. 

From there the home’ was moved to 
Mitchell street, not because any law 
actions forced them to, but because 
it was a better loeation for their 
purpose. And in 1908, in April, the 
present house was secured through 
the generous co-operation of the own- 
er, W. E. Wimpey, who gave $5,000 
toward the purchase, Mr. Wimpey 
was one of the happiest visitors at the 
reception marking the completion of 
the annex. 

Twenty-three old women are now in 
the home. It is fitted up in excel- 
lent taste, and everything is of the 
best quality, for permanence. Six 
memorial rooms are in the house. Mer- 
liberally. The men of 
the Southern Shops fitted up the front 
sitting room in leather-upholstered 
mahogany furniture, good rugs and 
pictures. “The Butterflies,” not one 
of whom is under the age of 75, fur- 
nished the room where meetings and 
the Sunday afternoon devotional serv- 
fces are held. 

One room, or rather suite of. rooms, 
holds pathetic interest in its dedica- 
tion to the late John Barclay, founder 
of the Barclay mission, which will be 
kept for the use of his widow, an in- 
valid, as long as she lives. She does 
not occupy it at present, but it is hoped 
that she will maker her home there. 

Annex Is Started. 

When the need of the annex was felt 
—f%, there is a waiting list now of 
many women who need protection in 
the home—lack of funds did not deter 
those in charge. 

“Tll guarantee the payroll every 
Saturday night, if we can just begin,” 
stoutly promised Mrs. Purtell, and 
those with her know how she has kept 
her word. She -has given able assist- 
ance, and the work proceeded without 
delay. The granite came from the 
county. A carload of cement: was the 
gift of a single firm. Mantels came 
from another, electrical fixtures of 
polished brass and finest wiring that 
could be done, were donated by various 
contractors. Paint for the entire 
house, which has beem done over, was 
the gift of a New York manufacturer, 
and paper came from others. 

Perhaps the most enlightening thing 
in connection with the entire charity 
is that the workmen on the building 
each gave one day’s labor as a con- 
tribution. 

Who Will Furnish These Rooms? 

It's all complete now. Several 
rooms remain unfurnished, the largest 
of these being the dining room, but 
it is hoped that these will not remain 
that way long. Matting, rugs, cur- 
tains, furniture, everything in the 
furnished rooms has been generously 
donated by both firms and private in- 
dividuals. 

The annex provides for thirty more 
old women, whose advent is awaited 
with eager interest by the twenty- 
three already there, gentle old gouls 
waiting in the shadows of the win- 
dows for the last summons, many of 
them alone and friemdiess, but all as- 
sured of kindness and protection. 

The ladies behind the charity are 
Mrs. S. J. Purtell, founder and presi- 
dent; Mrs. F, M. Farley, vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. R. B. Haslett, treasurer: 
Mrs. E. P. Wood, corresponding secre- 
Purtell, recording 
secretary, and Mrs, W. E. Cantrell, 
Mrs. Leslie Solar and Mrs. H. D. Lip- 
ford, heads of important committees. 
Joseph A. McCord, of the Third Na- 
tional ‘bank, has been treasurer of the 
building fund since the home was 
started.

After making the gtatement that 
there are fully a half million dogs in 
Georgia, State Game Keeper Mercer 
said yesterday to’a reporter of The 
Constitution that he hed a plan where- 
by the state’s revenue could be easily 
increased one million dollars.

The question of dog tax brought 
out the game-kKeepers’ million-dollar 
revenue plan. 


“Dogs should be taxed at least a 
dollar a head,” he stated, “for if 1 
dog isn’t worth that ‘much, he isn’t 


worth anything, and the dogs of this 
State are a source of the greatest de- 
struction. 

“Dogs not looked after or left to 
the care of negroes get hungry and 
zo out after birds. They destroy 
the eggs of the’quail'and eat wp the 
young. More qual are killed in this 
Way eve*v year by dogs than are shot 
by the hunters. 

“To .nerease the state's revenues 
a million of dollars I wwould tax the 
dogs and then charge a license for 
fishing. The fishermen are anxious 
to pay a small ticense of 75 cents or 
a dollar a year. This would help the 
fishermen and help the fish. 

“Then I would repeal that section 
of the game law which permits a man 
to hunt without license within his own 
militia district. That exemption is a 
great temptation to men to hunt where 
they please and take chances on get- 
ting caught. From the three sources 
I*have mentioned we would derive at 
least a million dollars a year and 
work no hardship on anybody, while, 
at the same time doing some good.” 

Captain Mercer said that the re- 
ceipts from the punting tax now 
amounts to about $20,000 a year, while 
it takes only $10,000 to run his de- 
partment. The surplus goes to the 
public schools. Hunters pay $3 to 
hunt anywhere in the state, $1 to hunt 
in a single county.
